The Senate proceeded to consider the 
bill (8. 805) td insure further the mili- 
tary security of the .United States by 
preventing disclosures of information se- 
cured through offiddl sources, which had 
been reported from the Committee on 
Military Affairs with an amendment On 
page 1, line 4, after the word “or”, to 
insert “by virtue of his employment by . 
any person, firm, or corporation per- 
forming services for :the United States 
or”, so as to make the MU read: 

Be it enacted, etc.. That Whoever, by virtue 
of his employment by or performance of serv- 
ices for the United States or by virtue of his 
employment by any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion performing eervfcrts for the United States 
or by virtue of his tsrvMgln the armed forces 
of < tbs United State*. havthg Obtained, or 
having had custody of, Ocoees to, or knowledge 
of (l) any infnrwienep concerning the 
nature, preparation, or uee of any code, 
cipher,' or cryptographic or eryptanalytical 
system of the United States or any foreign 
government, or (8) any information concern- 
ing the design, co n s t ruc ti on, use, mainte- 
nance, oc repair of any device, apparatus, or 
appliance used or prepared or planned for 
use by the United States or any foreign gov- 
ernment for cryptographic or cryptanalytie 
purpose, or (t) any material which has been, 
or purports to have been, prepared or trans- 
mitted in or by the gee at any cods, dphsr, 
or cryptographic systeqi of the United States 
or any foreign government, t or (4) any in^ 
formation concerning the cry ptogr aphic or 
cryptanalytie sctlvitlW of the United States 
or any foreign government, or (S) any In- 
formation which has been or purports to 
have been derived from cryptanalysis of mes- 
sages transmittetMby the United States or 
any foreign government, shall, without au- 
thorisation by the bead of the department or 
agency by which such person was employed or 
in which he performed services at the time 
when he had custody .of or aooess to or ob- 
tained knowledge of the above-described in- 
formation or material, communicate, fur- 
nish, or transmit to another or publish any 
such Information or material, shaU. be fined 
not more than $10,000, or imprisoned not 
more than 10 years, or both. Authorisations, 
as herein provided, shall be granted only In 
accordance with regulations prescribed by the 
Presldsnt. 

Whoever, by virtue of his employ- 
ment by or performance of services for any 
foreign government or by virtue of his serv- 
ice in the armed forces ot any foreign govern- 
ment, having obtained, or having had cus-

Use by the United States for cryptographic or 
cryptanalytio purpose, or ($) any material 
which has been, or purports to have been, 
prepared or transmitted in or by the use of 
any code, cipher, or cryptographic system of 
the United States, or (4) Any information 
concerning the cr y pt o grap hic or cryptanalytie 
activities of the United States, or (8) any 
Information which has been or purports to 
have been derived from omtanalyM^of mes- 
sages transmitted by the United States, shall 
without Joint authorisation by 8b# Secretary 
of State, the Secmterv at vm shd-the imm* 
tary of the Navy eommrmlpati, furnish, or 
transmit to another or publleh Aay w att In- 
formation or material, shall be fined not jnore 
than 810400, or imprisoned not mere than 
10 years, or both.

Mr. THOMAS of Utah. The MU pro- 
vides for filling a gap in regard to the 
punishment of persons who may dtndge 
military secrets. I presume the Ml be- 
comes necessary because of the great 
number of radio communications, radio 
being used for the transmission of oodes. 
The Mil is sponsored by both tho Army * 
and the Navy. It is a measure which is * 
necessary in peacetime, but at the pres- 
ent time it is extremely necessary. 

The committee amendment provides 
for the inclusion of any person who, by 
virtue of hjs employment by any person, 
firm, or corporation performing services 
for the United 8tates, comes into posses 
slon of certaiir information or dealing 
with matters which should be doomed 
secret. 1
